Weather Aids U.S. 
Pilots In H eavy ^ 
Blow At Haiphong

SAIGON (AP) — U.S. pilots 
are taking advantage of good 
weather, to get in the heaviest 
blows they can at two key points 
where Communist war material 
enters North Vietnam — the port 
of Haiphong and railroad' lines 
just below Red China, the U.S. 
Command said today. 

Targels reported hit Thursday 
included a rail bridge 10 miles 
from China, a bridge leading 
nut of Haiphong and a major 
fuel dump near the port. The 
raiders left a smoke column 
nearly two miles high at the 
damp, which had been on the 
Pentagon's restricted list and 
was hit for the first time. 

It was the third straight day 
of strikes at roil links in the 
narrow valleys just south of Clji- 
aa and the second of raids on 
bridges in Haiphong.

-ether- -actions — Included- -sup- 
porting federal anti-lottery leg- 
islation, granting $350,000 for the 
advancenjent of African women, 
stepping up the level of ecumen- 
ical activity and giving $18,000 
to Project Equality. 

The Board of Mission.'; is the 
largest agency of the 10,250,000- 
mcmber Methodist Church. It 
comprises bishops, ministers, 
laymen and laywomen from 
throughout the United States. 
The actions were taken either 
-by thp hnnrd's rypriitivc rnm« 



rnlttee as a whole, or by the 
.executive committees of its ma- 
jor units, which met during the 
same' days as the board.
